You can im ­ 
agine how proud and pleased Zac- 
chaeus was. The G reat M an v a* 
to sta y w ith him, a m an whom 
everyone disliked.

his goods to the poor, and th a t if 
he had been dishonest w ith any

T here is alw ay s a g re at deal of 
stealing. 
W e th in k the "crim e 
w ave", as w e call it. is dreadful, 
and stealing is a large p a rt of the 
crim es com m itted. B ut in the m id­ 
dle ages ste alin g — highw ay rob­ 
bery and th e ft generally — w as so 
bad th a t thieves, when caught, 
w ere put to death. T raveling on 
the highw ays w as very unsafe. 
T here a re m any w ays of steal­ 
ing besides break in g into houses 
o r holding people up on the street. 
One of th e very w orst is to steal 
an o th er's good nam e; to tell dis­ 
creditable th in g s about persona, or 
insinuate th a t they are not good. 
T hat is th e m ean est kind of ste a l­ 
ing. C an you recite the poem 
w hich says, "W ho steals my purse 
steals tra s h . . . B ut he who filches 
from m e m y good nam e robs me 
of th a t w hich n ot enriches him and 
m akes m e poor indeed” ? 
You are stealin g w hen you cheat 
in your lessons; w hen you do not 
do your w ork well, w hether it is 
school w ork, helping m other, or 
a job for w hich you are paid. If 
you loaf you a re stealin g tim e. In 
an orderly w orld there are som e 
things th a t a re ow ned by all of us 
and for w hich w e pay by tax es — 
streets, stre e t lights, public build­ 
ings. 
w aterw o rk s, 
fire 
d e p art­ 
m ents and police departm ent. B ut 
each of us also h as private prop­ 
erty — hom es, furniture, som e 
money, jew elry, etc. It is a g re a t 
hardship and w rong if these are 
taken from us. B ut people steal 
som etim es 
by

people's property. 
On H allow e'en a few w eeks ago, 
m any autom obiles and house and 
shop w indow s w ere sm eared w ith 
soap or tallow Som e things w ere 
broken or carried aw ay. W as th a t 
honest? W ould good citizens do 
such th in g s? 
Jesus w as “m eek and m ild", ac ­ 
cording to th e Bible. B ut He could 
grow an g ry a t in ju stice and ste al­ 
ing. 
W hen H e found th a t the 
sacred tem ple had been turned 
into a trad in g place, w here ch eat­ 
ing w as going on. He m ade him ­ 
self a w hip of sm all cords and 
drove the tra d e rs out. He told 
them th a t th e tem ple w as the 
house of p ray er, "but ye have 
m ade it a den of thieves.”

A guru tree that was grow­ 
ing in the Pennsylvania forest* 
when

first Thanksgiving 
was celebrated 317 years ago 
was hauled through Cumber­ 
land this week, bound for the 
wood veneer plant at Moore­ 
field. W. Va. 
J D Marshall, local lumber 
dealer, cut the tree near Cen­ 
terville. and hauled It to Moore­ 
field In three sections 
It was a white oak six feet 
serow at the stump, and be­ 
tween 300 and 350 years old. 
Lumbermen estimated it con­ 
tained 4 500 board feet of lum­ 
ber. 
White oak Is in great demand 
at the Moorefield plant now. 
because of a big order to be 
delivered around the first of 
the year to a manufacturer of 
television sets.
